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Pray or get out - bishop’s 
advice to his seminarians 


SPOKANE, Wash. (RNS) — Stressing the 
necessity for priests to practice daily ‘‘personal 
mental prayer,” the Catholic bishop of Spokane 
told seminarians of the diocese to develop a 
strong, regular prayer life or stop studying for 
the priesthood. 


In a letter to collegiate and theological 
students, Bishop Bernard J. Topel said that ‘‘ 
our day, especially, we should not ordain 
theologians who do not show that they will 
practice daily mental prayer in the priesthood. 1 
do not wish to ordain such a man.”’ 


INDICATING THAT the letter was written 
after much consultation and with “‘Christlike 
concern,” the prelate warned the students: ‘“‘If it 
appears that you are not likely to practice daily 
mental prayer in the priesthood, I ask that you 
cease studying. . It will be better that you do. 
Better for you; better for the Church.” 


“You just will not, cannot, be a good and truly 
happy priest,’”’ he added. 


Bishop Topel explained that personal mental 
prayer must be ‘‘an effort that continues for 
some time. . its length should gradually grow”’ 
and, moreover, Pas prayer must be regular 
daily.”’ 


HE SAID IT IS not simply meditation and 
‘must be more than a routine, more than 
ejaculations, more than a momentary 
realization of the presence of God.” 


Observing that ‘‘shared prayer’’ is beneficial 
but cannot take the place of personal mental 
prayer, the prelate cited several New Testament 
instances where Christ is described as ‘‘going off 
alone to pray.” 


“If Christ used personal mental prayer so 
much,”’ he pointed out, ‘‘how much more do you 
and I need it. How very much more!”’ 


IN LISTING reasons for priests to acquire a 
practice of daily mental prayer, Bishop Topel 
said that it will enhance the reality and meaning 
of the Mass, help priests grow in ‘‘Christ’s kind 
of love for others,”’ and help those involved in the 
celibate life develop a “‘personal, deep’’ friend- 
ship with the Lord. 


“It is relatively easy to ‘spot’ priests and 
seminarians who do not practice regular mental 
prayer,’ Bishop Topel said. “‘It shows in their 
words, actions and attitudes. It shows because 
they do not think and talk and act like Christ.” 


Bishop Topel laid’ much of the blame for 
priests leaving the ministry on their failures to 
develop real personal prayer habits. He said that 
when the priest ceases personal mental prayer 
he gradually loses the realization of the super- 
natural character of the priesthood. He said it is 
not true of all, but of most who leave. 


“T WANT EACH of you to be a priest — want it 
very much — provided God wants you to be a 


priest, provided you become a Christlike priest,”’ . 


the bishop added.

No reason for surprise 
at ‘weeping’ virgin 
statue, says prelate 


NEW ORLEANS (RNS) — The Catholic Arch- 
bishop of New Orleans, declaring that there 
should be ‘‘no reason for surprise that the power 
of God can perform a miracle,”’ said he saw no 
great need for a Church declaration on the ap- 
parent weeping of the pilgrim statue of Our Lady 
of Fatima here. 


“It isn’t necessary for us to argue and wonder 
about whether Christ has given us another in- 
dication of what his law is for us through the 
message of a miracle,’’ said Archbishop Philip 
M. Hannan. ‘‘We know what his message is...” 


The prelate noted in a statement published in 
the archdiocesan weekly, the Clarion-Herald, 
that considerable interest and some controversy 
was engendered by the report of the incident by 
the newspaper’s editor, Father Elmo Romagosa, 
who also took a photo showing liquid in the eyes 
of the statue.

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Msgr. Hannon came from Ireland for 5 years - stayed for 50

MSGR. OWEN Hannon likes to draw an 
exaggerated picture of himself as the 77-year-old 
pastor emeritus of Our Lady of the Sacred Heart 
church, San Diego. 

“The brain is lazy, the mind sluggish,’ he 
says. ‘‘The memory is uncertain and the words 
often slow and inadequate to express hazy ideas. 
There is poor reserve energy that runs out fast.’’ 

“Nobody wants to fit this picture, but we’re all 
getting there,” he quips with a smile, pointing to 
his hearing-aid. 

BUT IF BECAME more and more obvious he 
was exaggerating as with keen mind he recalled 
dates and incidents of a long priestly career and 
discussed with interest various topics for the 
Southern Cross 

Msgr. Hannon was interviewed for the 50th 
anniversary of his ordination at the rectory of 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart church, where he 
was pastor from October, 1930, until he retired 
March 2, 1969 — 39 years. 

No other priest of the diocese — living or dead 
—has been pastor of the same church for so long 
— as far as can be determined. 


A CLOSE SECOND to Msgr. Hannon is Msgr. 


Peter Lynch, pastor of St’ Francis de Sales, 
Riverside, since 1934 — 38 years. In a couple of 
years he will beat Msgr. Hannon’s record. 


“T was ordained in Maynooth, Ireland, in 1922, 
for the Irish missions. There was no vacancy for 
me so I was granted permission to come to 
America,” Msgr. Hannon recalled. 

He came to Southern California, seeking a 
warmer climate and intending to remain for only 
five years, ‘‘but I’m still here after all this time.” 

HE ARRIVED in Los Angeles later in 1922 and 
was founding pastor of Immaculate Conception 
parish. In 1927 he came to La Jolla as pastor of 
Mary, Star of the Sea, where he remained until 
1930 when he went to Our Lady of the Sacred 


Angeles which, at the time, included the San 
Diego area. In 1936 when the San Diego diocese 
was formed, Msgr. Hannon had a new Ordinary 
— Bishop Charles F. Buddy. 


“I remember Archbishop Timothy Manning 
speaking at Bishop Buddy’s funeral in 1966. The 


archbishop cited Bishop Buddy’s consciously 


princely bearing with corresponding personality 
manifested on all occasions.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP Francis Furey, who succeeded 
Bishop Buddy, ‘‘is a great churchman,” says 
Msgr. Hannon. 

“He always expected and received the loyal 
cooperation of his priests, while at the same time 
understanding them with kindness.”’ 


Msgr. Hannon’s retirement came a few 
months before Bishop Leo T. Maher was in- 
stalled in San Diego in October, 1969, succeeding 
Bishop Furey who became Archbishop of San 
Antonio. 


“LIVING IN retirement,” said Msgr. Hannon, 
“T’ve found Bishop Maher to be very considerate 
and understanding of problems facing older 
priests.” 


Asked about the problems in the Church today, 
Msgr. Hannon said the Church has faced and 
overcome many crises in its long history. 
Religious authors wrote about many of the same

degree in business administration from the 
University of San Diego in 1971.

“People usually learn to work with the deaf, 
learn sign language, either because someone in 
their family is deaf or for religious purposes,”’ 
Ekhaml said. 

“SEEING THE students at Gallaudet College 
sparked my interest. I learned to communicate, 


‘then devoted my spare time assisting the 


chaplain at Gallaudet. 

(Ekhaml spent five years in the early 60s 
studying at a Paulist seminary in the 
Washington area.)

“Working with and teaching deaf persons is a 
two-way learning experience,’ he said. ‘‘In 
order to function in a hearing world, the deaf 
need the self-confidence of experience and the 
nonhandicapped also benefit from the 
association.”’ 


EKHAML REPORTED that interpreters are 
not necessary in com™unicating with non- 
hearing people. 


He serves as treasurer for the Southern 
California Registry of Interpreters for the Deaf. 
He taught sign language at Patrick Henry high 
schoo] last year as part of the adult education 
program. 


The Ekhamls, Bob, his wife, Carol, and their 
two children, are parishioners of St. Therese of 
the Child Jesus church.

depict bestiality, sexual acts and 
similar scenes, the use of “four-letter” 
slang words to describe bodily func- 
tions or acts. 


Father Dollen shares his opposition 
to the measure with Episcopal Bishop 
Richard Millard of San Jose and 
Assemblyman Charles Warren _(D-Los 
Angeles). 


“This measure would wipe out 
anything which is now permitted for its 
‘socially redeeming value,”’ he said. 
“Tt restricts intellectual freedom and 
allows a district attorney to set himself 
up as censor. 


“LIBRARIANS generally are con- 
cerned at such legislation, or the threat 
of it. There isn’t a library in the country 
that doesn’t have on its shelves books 
that would be subject to court action 
under this broad statute.” 


Father Dollen said he informed the 
diocesan chancellor, Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen, that he would be Signing the 
ballot argument.

month plus $100 car allowance. 


Easy to give blood 


It’s good to see the Blessed Sacrament parish 
emergency blood supply program getting under way 
and with some success. In fact it might be a good idea 
for all parishes to investigate whether they could start 
their own blood bank. Then, when a parishioner has an 
emergency requiring blood, the ‘‘credit’’ in the bank 
may be used. 


Blood was needed recently for Msgr. Francis Ott, 
who lives in retirement in the Blessed Sacrament 
parish. The blood bank idea can either be worked by 
keeping a list of potential donors, or by parishioners 
giving a pint of their blood regularly, to be credited to 
the parish account. Blood bank people will be happy to 
supply details, I’m sure. 


Blood costs nothing to give, except time and in- 
clination. Surely we can all spare these in a good 
cause, provided we are not excluded for health 
reasons from giving. 


Definition of purgatory 


With all the new thinkers expressing doubt about the 
actual form and experience of purgatory, one large 
slice of purgatory for everyone, I feel sure, is the three 
months of electioneering we now live through, with 
worn-out cliches, cheap rhetoric and compulsive 
applause.

At the same time 
let them put up a stubborn 
fight against any kind of 
slavery whether social 
or political and safeguard 
the basic rights of man - 
under every political 
system.

Vote power 


The Catholic vote has been widely discussed in 
recent weeks and all that seems to have been 
proved is that Catholics, like others, vote the 
way of their individual consciences, and not as 
a bloc. 


This is as it should be, except over matters of 
faith and morals, where Catholic belief and 
teaching leads conscience. 

Catholics — who by background may be Italian, 
Irish, Czech, Polish, Spanish or other — are a 
powerful force in the overall vote. They should 
be noted for their use of their right to vote. 


This is the lesson to be learned by those who 
sometimes feel their ‘‘minority’’ rights 
overlooked. Exercising the power of the vote is 
the surest way of being effective as a political 
force. It counts for more than protest marches 
and picket lines. 

Those who came earlier — those Irish, Poles, 
Italians and others who once suffered as 
‘‘minorities” in a developing land — can prove 
that working in the system, making their 
voices heard through the vote, is the answer. 


Anyone who has the right to vote and does not use 
it has only himself to blame for being ignored.

worthy enough to open the scroll on which was recorded the _ 


judgments of God. (Revelations 5:4) 


And so from the center of our hearts comes the protest 
against injustice: ‘‘Hear, O Lord, a just suit ... From you let 
my judgment come; your eyes behold what is right,’’ (Psalm 
17:1-2) and our Savior answers, ‘‘Happy (are) those who 
hunger and thirst for what is right: they shall be satisfied.” 
(Matthew 5:6) 


But we must ‘‘Act on this word,” (James 1:22) and not be 
conquered by evil but conquer evil with good.’’ (Romans 
12:22) ‘“‘The power that has conquered the world is this faith 
of ours. Who, then is conqueror of the world? The one who 
believes that Jesus is the Son of God.” (1 John 5:4) 


This means that when we give thanks to God for the op- 
portunity of bearing the cross in union with Christ we are 
assured of winning over the forces of evil. 


“If you can have some share in the sufferings of Christ, be 
glad, because you will enjoy a much greater gladness when 
his glory is revealed . . . None of you should ever deserve to 
suffer . .. but if anyone of you should suffer for being a 
Christian, then he is not to be ashamed of it . .. So even those 
whom God allows to suffer must trust themselves to the 
constancy of the creator and go on doing good.’’ (1 Peter 
4:13+) 

In so far as Satan is the cause of our sufferings we 
thoroughly frustrate his evil intention by praising and 
thanking God for the chance to carry the cross. In this way 
we can be ‘“‘happy at all times; pray constantly; and for all 
things give thanks to God, because this is what God expects 
you to do in Christ Jesus.’’ (1 Thessalonians 5:16+ )

Miss Lanyon goes on to 
postulate that man never 
really fell from a state of 
perfection, but that he is 
evolving towards ‘‘a more 
advanced state.”’ 


There are two things 
wrong with this statement: 


1) Both revelation. and 
magisterium tell us that man 
did indeed fall from the state 
of grace as a result of the sin 
of Adam and Eve. 


2) There is no conclusive 
scientific proof that man is 
evolving into ‘‘a more ad- 
vanced state,’’ either 
pohivas icevally sy ozr 
psychologically. 


As for man’s spiritual 
progress, there is nothing to 
indicate that modern man is 
advancing towards a state of 
perfect sanctity; in fact, 
almost every statistic points 
to the contrary, e.g., the 
growing cancers of abortion, 
contraception, impurity, 
wars, the ‘‘new morality,” 
etc. 


Miss Lanyon also fails to 
make an adequate distinc- 
tion between original sin and 
personal sin. Each person, 
she says, hinders’ the 
“collective’’ development of 
the whole human race by his 
“selfishness and deficiency 
of love.” 


Yet ‘‘the sin of the world,”’ 
she claims, is ‘‘a corporate 
will and disposition.’”’ This 
would eradicate any per- 
sonal responsibility for sin. 


Although fallen man is 
redeemed by Christ (whose 
name Miss Lanyon does not 
mention), we are still per- 
sonally responsible for our 
own sins; and we cannot be 
saved without Christ. 


With His help, let us guard 
against all delusions of self- 
perfectibility.

The many faces of grief 


-. AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
... about the difficulties of expressing 
grief and the fallibility of judging by 
appearances. 


Real grief is like the intruder who 
creeps in while we sleep. Somehow we 
are never prepared. Frequently we 
even have difficulty recognizing what it 
is that assails us. 


Sadness, sorrow and regret may be 
familiar to us, but the shock, the pain, 
the sudden anger and sense of outrage, 
the all-too-frequent feelings of guilt — 
which are part of grief — take us 
unawares. 


IN TIMES OF personal bereavement 
there is always the public aspect to add 
ifs tension and demands. Our reactions 
are put under scrutiny and, short of 


- shutting the door on the world, there is 


no way of escaping exposure. 
The deeper the feelings, the more 


| difficult it is to reconcile them with our 
_ experience. We have no precedent to 

consult, only inner turmoil and the 
| terrible vacuum of loss. We do not 
_ know how to react or how to act. 


No.one who have never known the 
loss of someone close to him can ap- 
preciate the effect of such 
bereavement. It is an authentic ex- 
perience of death — a part of us dies 
with the other. 


THERE IS NO WAY to communicate

go through the motions of living, 
although our essential being seems also 
to have died, we act strangely, awk- 
wardly, and people misunderstand. 


“T could not understand how people 
could go on living when he was dead,”’ a 
woman said of her reaction at the death 
of a child. ‘“‘I wanted to cry out ‘What 
are you doing walking around, doing 
these senseless things. . . don’t you 
know the world has stopped?’ ”’ 


St. Augustine, in Confessions, 
speaking on the death of his closest 
friend says, ‘‘My heart was made dark 
with sorrow, whatever I looked upon 
_was death. My native place was torture

Someone who is vital to our living 
dies, but life goes on. People must eat 
and sleep and work and it is incredibly 
difficult to allow them to do so without 
a sense of outrage that they should 
require it. 

THERE IS NO time when un- 
derstanding and a refusal to judge on 
appearances is more important. The 
most meaningful help we can offer the 
grief-stricken person is to be available 
and open to him — to allow him to work 
through his feelings, whether they are 
rational or-irrational. 


If we tolerate their anger, their 
outrage — whether it is directed at us, 
at others or at God — we are helping 
them take a step towards acceptance 


-and reconciliation.

If we blame them for ventilating 
their anti-social or irrational thoughts, 
we are ourselves to blame for adding to 
and prolonging their grief, and the 
shame and guilt which may often lead 
to physical and emotional ill health.

But we can reserve judgment, we 
can accept behavior we do not un- 
derstand. Finally, whatever the ap- 
pearances, we must respect the 


_ presence of grief, visible or not, and be 


prepared to respond when and if a hand 
reaches out to us. - 


The faces of grief are often shocking 
to our conventional expectatiors, but 
then — so is death itself.

postal hikes 


NEW YORK (RNS) — Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, 
charging that new postal 
rate increases are tan- 
tamount to a ‘‘death sen- 
tence’’ for small publications 
— among them many of a 
religious nature — urged the 
U.S. Postal Service to 
“revoke the increase im- 
mediately.” 

Responding in a letter to 
arguments for the increases 
made by Postmaster 
General E. T. Klassen in a 
New York Times article, the 
Massachusetts Democrat 
said that the Postal 
Reorganization Act’s 
mandate to end second class 
postal subsidies “‘is no 
justification for . . . such 
sudden, giant steps ” of 
“more than 25 per cent a 
year.” 

“THE DEATH of some of 
the nation’s best-known 
magazines in recent years is 
eloquent testimony to the 
danger posed to. all 
publications by the new rate 
increases,’ he added. 

‘“*The Postmaster 
General’s sole reliance on 
the economic aspect is an 
appalling sign of . . . lack of 
vision on the issue.”

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U.S. bishops ask House to reject anti-busing bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — The administrative 
board of the U.S. Catholic 
bishops urged the U.S. House 
of Representatives to reject 
any and all ‘“‘anti-busing”’ 
measures brought before it, 
charging that enactment 
would be a ‘“‘serious_ set- 
back”’ to the nation’s quest 
for racial justice and equal 
educational opportunity. 


In a letter authorized by 
the board, Bishop Joseph L. 
Bernardin, USCC general 
secretary told Congressmen 
that the USCC “strongly 
opposes’’ three measures

now pending — a proposed 
constitutional amendment 
on busing, an _. equal 
educational opportunities 
act, and a bill calling for a 
moratorium on busing. 


“THE ISSUE OF racial 
relations is fundamentally a 
moral one,’’ the bishop 
pointed out. ‘“‘One aspect. of 
that issue is the right of all 
children to equal educational 
opportunity. 


“To secure that right, 
busing, while certainly not a 
total solution, may in some 
instances be a helpful and 


indeed a_ necessary _ in- 
strument.”’ 


Bishop Bernardin said that 
enactment of any of the 
pending measures ‘‘would be 
a serious setback to the quest 
for racial justice and equal 
educational opportunity.” 


“IT IS OUR ardent hope 
that the Congress will 
recognize the. inconsistency 
of these proposals with the 
constitutional mandate to 
desegregate the nation’s 
schools, and with the good 
faith efforts being made to 
implement that mandate,”’ 
he added.

ON ABORTION, the 
theologian discussed the 
work he is doing on em- 
bryology and described his 
concern that medicine and 
ethics enter into meaningful 
dialogue. 


He said he would have to 
leave open at this point the 
question of whether it is 
murder to interfere with the 
process of fertilization in 
some very early stages. 


But Father Haering was 
not hesitant about giving his 
views on the general abor- 
tion scene in the US.:

alcoholismo. 


El mismo bebedor se da cuenta, 


“usualmente, de que su aficién a la 


botella se transformara eu una 
adiccién la cual no puede romper 
porque mientras tanto habia estructu- 
rado toda su vida en un patron en 
cuyo centro esta el consumo del 
alcohol. Siguen un panico, la humi- 
llante confesion “Soy un alcohdlico,” 
'y el desesperado grito ‘“‘Necesito ayu- 
da.” ;La encuentra? 


EL ABUSO DEL alcohol es uno de 
los problemas muy discutidos por 
todos los medios de comunicacién 
en vista de su persistencia y severi- 
iad. Las recientes estadisticas na- 
cionales traen estas cifras: 95 millo- 
llones de americanos toman y unos 
9 millones de ellos toman en exceso 
y deberian ser clasificados como 
alcohdlicos. : 


El alcohol contribuy6 o caus6 direc- 
tamente 28,000 accidentes fatales de 
trafico en un ano. El alhol tiene una 
alta correlacién con los homicidios y 
los suicidios. Los danos materiales 
relacionados con el abuso del alcohol 
(ausentismo del trabajo, subsidios, 
costos medicinales, danos a la propie- 
dad, etc.)

Todos los clientes estan asignados 
para hacer algun trabajo en el hospi- 
tal mas el tratamiento viene primero. 
Cumplir con todo el programa es uno 
de los métodos de como inculcar la 
responsabilidad en el paciente quien 
habra vivido con actitudes mas bien 
antisociales. 


A veces el alcoholismo es un sinto- 
ma de otras perturbaciones mentales. 
Desde el comienzo de su estadia, el 
cliente esta motivado para formular 
unos planes factibles para cuando 
salga. 


ESO ES, SE LE exige decir: adonde va 
a ir, para evitar si es posible, volver

El gradual mejora- 
miento del funcionario social es la 
meta anhelada. 


TODO CLIENTE tiene que someterse 
a una entrevista para ser aceptado 
para esta programa que presupone 
algun deseo sincero de resolver el 
problema del abuso alcohdlico. Eva- 


dades psicoterapéuticas (Gestalt, 
Jung, psicodrama, etc.) Grupos menos 
numerosos se ocupan del analisis de 
los estilos de vida; comunicacién e 
interacci6n sociales, desarrollo de 
las aptitudes sociales, andalisis de las 
relaciones dentro de Ia familia y 
problemas similares. 

TERAPIAS DE musica y arte fomentan 
la expresion y sensibilidad emociona- 
les. Se le presta atencién también a 
las cuestiones del tiempo libre, aquel 
tiempo que muchos perdian en el 
estupor alcohdlico y ahora lo temen 
por el aburrimiento anticipado. Or- 
ganizaciones como los Alcohdélicos 
Anonimos y Recovery vienen regular- 
mente para sesiones en la noche. 


Se pone mucha énfasis en los as- 
pectos culturales que puedan refle- 
jarse en los casos individuales. Para 
los clientes de habla espanola se 
organizan grupos especiales encabe- 
zados por un consejero Mexico-Ameri- 
cano. Hay también otro personal que 
domina el espanol perfectamente. 

El personal profesional consta de 
los siguientes: El director del pro- 
grama es un psiquiatra. Ademas hay 
un medico, dos trabajadores socia- 
les psiquiatricos, un psicdlogo, varios 
tecnicos psiquiatricos, terapeuta mu- 
sical e individual, varias enfermeras 
y una secretaria. 

TODO EL PERSONAL contribuye a crear 
un ambiente terapéutico y todos es- 
tan dispuestos a discutir cualquier 
problema a toda hora de dia o de 
noche, en el moménto que el cliente 
necesite hablar.

VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 

The Vatican has published a 
book outlining the general 
audience and other major 
speeches of Pope Paul and a 
text of two ‘‘important 
documents”’ he issued during 
1971. 
’ An introduction to the 
book, The Teaching of Pope 
Paul VI, 1971, explains that 
the publication was designed 
so that the reader will gain a 
deep insight into the thinking 
of the pontiff during that 
year. 

THE 421-PAGE, indexed 
work which sells for about 
five dollars is divided into 
three sections: 


—The full text of the 
weekly general audience 


—An abundant selection of 
other discourses and 
messages on special oc- 
casions. 


—What the Vatican 
describes as ‘‘two very 
important documents.”’ 


IMPORTANT documents 
listed are the Pope’s 
Apostolic Letter, issued on 
the 80th anniversary of Pope 
Leo XIII’s encyclical Rerum 
Novarum and his Apostolic 
Exhortation on the Renewal 
of the Religious Life, which 
has been called ‘‘the charter 
of religious.”’ 


“The modern world is 
characterized by 
remarkable scientific, social 
and cultural change,” the 


politicaland economic life on 
the national and the in- 
ternational level, to the 
family and the individual, 
nothing can escape the ef- 
fects of this change.” 

The introduction concedes 
that this can be both 
challenging and _ upsetting 
for modern man as he seeks 
to find meaning and direc- 
tion amid all the various 
explanations that are of- 
fered to him.

St. Louis adopts due process system’ 


ST.LOUIS (RNS) — A due process system 
of conciliation and arbitration, in the 
planning stages for a year, was instituted by 
Cardinal John J. Carberry of St. Louis. 


The plan was drawn up by a special 
committee of the archdiocesan Priests 
Council. It calls for a seven-member board 
which will accept complaints, maintain a 
standing pool of 10 conciliators and 10 ar- 
bitrators, and supervise the resolution of 
disputes. 


Cardinal Carberry said it would be tried 
for two years, at which time it would be 
reviewed and possibly amended. 


THE SEVEN-MEMBER board will 
consist of one member elected by diocesan 
priests, one elected by male religious, one 
elected by women religious, two — a man 
and a woman — selected by the arch- 
diocesan Council of the Laity, and two 
appointed by the cardinal, one to be a 
diocesan priest and the other a religious or 
lay person. 


Services of the board will be open to any 
individual, group or diocesan agency which 
believes itself the victim of unjust treatment 
or of violation of basic rights as a member of 
the Church. 


Administrative decisions and questions of 
inter-agency jurisdiction will also be ac- 
cepted for conciliation or arbitration. 


THE BOARD WILL not handle cases of 
marriage validity, labor union contracts, or 
the internal affairs of religious orders, 
colleges, universities or seminaries. 


The due process plan will not accept 
anything “involving merely matters of 
judgment, including administrative 
judgment.” Neither will it handle doctrinal 
matters of faith and morals, although 


“persons involved in such cases, and claims 
of violation of rights,’ are appropriate 
matters.
